The inauguration of a car ferry line 
lietween Benton Harbor and Manito­ 
woc by the Big Pour railroad will not 
affect the present status of rates, for 
that company has announced that it 
will make no effort to apply different­ 
ials on that part of its business which 
goes by the water route. 


Eastern lines have been fearing the 
starting of this water route, for It 
promised to stir up a fight over differ­ 
entials which western roads found last 
summer to be a serious matter. 
Two 
cross-lake lines, operating Into Mani­ 
towoc from the Michigan shore in con­ 
nection with eastern roads, entered 
the car ferry Held with the opening of 
navigation, and both asked for differ­ 
entials. 
Eastern railroads refused to 
allow them to make lower rates, and 
they have been doing business on the 
same basis as the all-rail lines. 
The 
Big Four route would have carried the 
water cumpetition into a new |)ortion 
of the east and trouble would have re­ 
sulted. 
It Is with joy, therefore, that 
eastern lines learn that the Big f'our 
will charge all-rail rates.

Indianapolis currency convention, apd 
says that if the power is vested in the 
president it is his purpose to appoint a 
conunlsslon, non-partisan, consisting of 
prominent, well-informed citizens, who 
will command public oontldence. 
The 
message closes w ith the hope th at con­ 
gress will enact legislation a t this ses­ 
sion to authorise this commission to be 
made up of representatives of both p ar­ 
ties, so that the president may be pre­ 
pared to report to congress when it re­ 
assembles In the first term of the next 
regular session.

W ashington, July 8.—Tlie senate com­ 
mittee on foreign relations yesterday 
through Lodge reported a resolution a u ­ 
thorizing rhe president to "take such 
m easures as he may deem necessary to 
obtain indemnity from the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent for the w rongs and injuries 
suffered by August Bolten and Gustave 
Richelieu, two naturalized 
American 
citizens, by reason of their wrongful a r­ 
rest by Spanish authorities a t Santiago 
de Cuba in the year 1895.” The resolu­ 
tion further authorizes the president "to 
employ such means or exercise such 
power as m ay be necessary.” 


These men were caat aw ay on the 
coast of Cuba while navisrating in a 
small boat, so they say, Ashing for green 
turtle. 
They were arrested by the 
Spaniards, Jailed and generally badly 
treated under the impression th at they 
were fllibusters, apparently. They were 
kept in prison over two months, and 
both suffered injury to health. This was 
done in spite of them having American 
passports. 
The men each want $10.000 
indemnity from Spain and that govern­ 
ment has refused to pay it and distinct­ 
ly declined ‘to discuss any further the 
present claims, considering the incident 
to be deflnitely ended.”
